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SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF 

THE  WILLIAMS  SECULAR  SCHOOL, 

1 SURGEON  SQUARE,  EDINBURGH. 


The  Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  School  embraced  an  account  of  its 
teaching  and  discipline,  and  a statement  of  the  Accounts  for  the  year 
1853. 

The  School  continued  to  be  taught  on  the  principles  therein 
described,  with  unabated  success,  till  the  end  of  the  Session  1854. 
Tho  annual  public  examination  then  took  place,  and  gave  high  satis- 
faction to  the  Parents  of  the  Children  and  a large  number  of  visitors. 

Previous  to  that  time,  however,  Mr  Williams  had  been  invited  to 
accept  of  the  office  of  Head  Master  of  the  “Birmingham  and  Mid- 
land Institute,”  an  Institution  which  afforded  him  a wider  sphere 
of  public  usefulness,  and  larger  emoluments  than  the  School  in  Edin- 
burgh could  afford ; and  the  Promoters,  who  were  consulted  before 
the  offer  was  made  to  him,  having  all  along  been  conscious  that  they 
had  not  the  means  of  adequately  rewarding  his  great  talents  and 
attainments  and  his  unwearied  application,  considered  it  an  act  of 
justice  equally  to  tho  community  and  to  himself  to  consent  to  his 
embracing  the  offer,  and  advancing  into  this  higher  sphere.  He  ac- 
cordingly received  the  appointment.  The  Promoters  advertised  for 
a Successor  to  him  as  Teacher  of  the  Edinburgh  School,  and  applied 
by  correspondence  to  the  friends  of  advanced  education  in  London 
and  Glasgow,  but  no  qualified  Teacher  could  be  found. 

In  consequence  the  School  was  not  opened  after  the  Vacation,  and 
still  continues  closed.  The  funds  were  chargeable  with  rent,  taxes, 
cleaning,  &c.,  till  the  15th  of  May  1855,  but  all  other  expenses  ceased 
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at  the  end  of  the  Vacation.  The  Assistant-Teachers  have  been  pro- 
vided for  as  follows  : — 

Miss  Eliza  Lawrie,  the  Head  Female  Teacher,  opened  a school  of 
her  own,  and  was  followed  by  a number  of  her  former  Pupils. 

William  Mason,  after  undergoing  the  required  examinations,  re- 
ceived a Government  allowance  of  £1  per  week  for  two  Sessions,  each 
extending  over  eight  months,  with  free  admission  to  the  Lectures 
given  under  “ The  Department  of  Science  and  Art”  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  ; and  he  is  now  studying  diligently  in  London,  with  a view  to 
complete  his  own  education  as  a teacher. 

Margaret  Maclennan  was  received  into  the  Establishment  of  Miss 
Murray  in  Moray  Place,  and  this  Lady  has  kindly  undertaken  to 
complete  her  education  as  a Female  Teacher,  and  to  maintain  her 
during  her  studies.  She  is  giving  every  satisfaction. 

Elizabeth  Watson  was  received  as  Assistant-Teacher  in  a School 
in  London,  of  which  Miss  Smith  is  the  chief  promoter,  conducted  on 
the  same  principles  as  Mr  Williams’s  school  here,  and  is  now  main- 
taining herself. 

The  Promoters  therefore,  have  only  to  regret  the  deprivation  sus- 
tained by  the  working-classes  of  Edinburgh  in  the  closing  of  the 
School,  which  many  of  them  have  deeply  felt ; but  they  hope  that  in 
time  some  qualified  teacher  may  be  found  to  re-open  it,  and  continue 
the  instruction  so  much  prized  by  those  who  enjoyed  it.  The  pro- 
perty of  the  School  is  collected  and  preserved,  and  only  a small  an- 
nual expense  is  incurred  in  remunerating  Mr  William  Stewart,  who 
is  charged  with  preserving  it  from  waste. 

The  Accounts  show  a balance  against  the  School  of  £17,  6s.  7Ad., 
and  the  Subscribers  who  have  not  hitherto  been  applied  to  for  their 
Contributions  for  the  year  1854,  are  respectfully  reminded  that  these 
are  needed  to  extinguish  this  debt. 

Mr  Oliver  one  of  the  Promoters,  having  been  forced  to  reside  in
